The planes 
started this morning from San Francisco to New York, for the 
second day’s test.

SAM HOUSTON’S BRENHAM ADDRESS 
WHEN DEPOSED AS GOVERNOR FOR 
OPPOSING SECESSION OF STATES 


(From Houston Chronicle) 
Below is a correct report (fur­ 
nished by E. E. Wright of Dallas 
who heard the address!, of the great 
speech 
made 
by 
Governor 
Sam 
Houston at Brenham, 
Texas, 
in 
1861, 
after he had been deposed 
from the governorship of Texas, bo_ 
cause he refused to take the oath of 
allegiance to the Confederate gov­ 
ernment. 
He was on his way by 
stage travel from Austin to his home 
near the old battle field of San J a ­ 
cinto, and remained over at Bren­ 
ham one day to rest and see a few 
of old comrades who fought with 
him at San Jacinto. He did not wish 
to speak, but his old soldier com­ 
rades and other friends insisted that 
he should speak his sentiments. He 
refused their invitation until some 
of Them hotly declared he should 
not speak. 
This aroused the old lion-hearted 
hero, and he then 
consented 
to 
speak. 
The excitement was intense. 
Groups gathered upon the street cor­ 
ners and declared it would be trea 
son against the Confederate govern­ 
ment to permit Governor Houston to 
speak against secession. The court 
house was densely, packed as Gover- 
ernor Houston arose to speak. 
•r, i._ ____ un.wl. ‘‘Pul hirr 
Cries wrere heard: ‘‘Put him out; 
don’t let him speak,” 
and 
“Kill 
him.” 
At this m o m en t, Hugh Mc­ 
Intyre, a wealthy planter and lead­ 
ing secessionist, sprang upon a ta 
ble, and drew a huge Colt’s revolver, 
and said: 
“I, and a hundred friends ot Gov­ 
ernor Houston, invited him to ad­ 
dress us, and we will kill the first 
man who insults, or who may at­ 
tempt to injure him. 
I think Gov­ 
ernor Houston ought to have accept­ 
ed the situation, and taken the oath 
of allegiance to the Confederate gov­ 
ernment, but he thought otherwise. 
He is honest and sincere, and shed 
his blood for Texas independence. 
There is no other man who has more 
right to be heard by the people of 
Texas. 
Now, fellow citizens, give 
him your close attention, and you 
ruffians, keep quiet, or 1 11 kill you-’ 
The warning had the desired ef­ 
fect, and only frequent cheers inter­ 
rupted Governor Houston during his 
address. 
The editor of the Brenham En­ 
quirer had a correct report of the 
speech, but he deemed it inexpedient 
to publish it. It was as follows: 
G overnor H o u s to n ’* Speech. 
“ Fellow Citizens: 
It was not my 
purpose or desire to address you to­ 
day upon the great issues now con 
fronting our common country, but 
old soldier comrades, 
who 
fought 
with me at San Jacinto, and other 
dear friends, insist that I shall ex­ 
plain why I refused to take the oath 
of allegiance 
to the 
Confederate 
government, and why I have been 
deposed from the governorship of 
our beloved state. 
The earnest so­ 
licitation of my old soldier comrades 
outweigh my desire to remain silent 
until the whirlwind of passion and 
popular clamor have subsided, and 
the voice of reason 
can be fairly 
heard. 
‘‘I, 
therefore, 
speak my honest 
sentiments and convictions, 
and I 
now submit to you the reason why I 
could not take the oath of allegiance 
to the so-called confederate govern 
ment, and thereby violate the oath 
of allegiance I took to the federal 
government when I entered upon 
the duties of the chief magistrate of 
Texas. 
It has always been the inva­ 
riable rule of my life never to form 
an opinion or verdict upon any great 
public 
question 
until I had first 
carefully and impartially heard all 
of the evidence and facts upon both 
sides, and when I had thus formed 
my verdict, no fear of popular con­ 
demnation can induce me to change 
or modify sueh verdict. 
I have nev­ 
er permitted popular clamour, pas­ 
sion, prejudice, nor selfish ambition, 
to induce me to change an opinion 
or verdict which my conscience and 
judgment has once formed, and tells 
me is right. 
My only desire is to be 
right, and for this reason I can not, 
nor will not, sacrifice what my con 
science and judgment tells me i- 
right. 
I love the plaudits of my fel­ 
low citizens, but will never sacrifice 
the principles of right and justice 
for public favor or condemnation. 
“The vox populi is not always the 
voice of God, for when dem agogues 
and selfish political leaders succeed 
in 
arousing public prejudice and 
stilling the voice of reason, then on 
every hand can be heard the popu­ 
lar cry of 
‘Crucify 
him! 
Cruclfj 
him!’ 
The vox populi then becomes 
the voice of the devil, and the hisses 
of 
mobs 
warns all patriots that 
peace and good government are in 
peril. 
I have heard the hiss of mobs 
on the streets of Austin, 
and also 
heard 
the 
hiss of mobs upon th*- 
streets 
of 
Brenham, 
and 
friends 
have warned me that my life was in 
great peril if I expressed my hon. 
est sentiments and convictions. 
“ But the hiss of the mob and tin 
howl of their jackal leaders 
deter me, nor compel me, 
the oath of allegiance to a 
confederate government. 
“ I protest 
against 
surr 
the federal constitution, its 
ments and glorious 
flag 
Northern abolition leaders, 
cept in its stead a so-called 
crate government, 
whose constitu­ 
tion contains the germs or seeds of 
decay, which must, and will, had up 
to its speedy ruin and dismember­ 
ment, if it can ever secure any real 
existence. 
Its seeds of ruin and <1* 
cay are the principles of secession, 
which permit any one or more of th. 
confederate states to secede from 
the parent confederate government 
and to establish sepegate govern­ 
ment. 
“Can 
any 
well-informed 
man 
doubt that the time would soon corm 
when several 
of 
the 
confederale 
states would secede and 
establish 
separate governments? 
Because In 
all the confederate states there are 


! ambitious cesession leaders who will 
be aspirants for the presidency of the 
Confederacy, and to exercise con 
trolling influence in its government, 
and in all cases where their ambi­ 
tions 
are frustrated these leaders 
will cause their respective states to 
secede and form separate 
govern­ 
ments, wherein they may be able to 
realize their selfish political hopes. 
“ Within IO years we would have 
IO or more separate 
confederate 
governments which would in time 
fall an easy prey to foreign govern­ 
ments. 
The increase of secession 
will be rapid and large in all the 
confederate states, 
and their con­ 
tests against each other for politi­ 
cal conspiracies 
'and rebolutions, 
which will produce many Count J u ­ 
lians, or traitors, who will call to 
their aid foreign 
governments to 
despoil the people who refused to 
help them gratify their selfish am­ 
bitions. 
“Never will I consent to give up 
our federal constitution and our Un­ 
ion of states for a Confederate con­ 
stitution 
and 
government, 
whose 
foundation principles 
of secession 
must and will prevent its successful 
establishment; or if it should tri­ 
umph, 
its 
triumph would be only 
temporary and its short lived exis­ 
tence end in revolution 
and utter 
ruin. 
•I he federal constitution, the fed­ 
eral government and its starry flag 
are glorious heritages bequeathed to 
the South, and all sections of our 
common country, by the valor and 
patriotism 
of 
Washington and all 
the brave revolutionary soldiers who 
fought for and won American inde­ 
pendence. 
4 Our galaxy of 
Southern 
presi­ 
dents— Washington, Jefferson, Mon­ 
roe, Taylor, Tyler and Polk— ce­ 
mented the bond of union between 
all the states, which can never be 
broken. Washington declared for an 
indivisible union and Jackson made 
the secession of South Carolina and 
other states impossible. Jefferson by 
the Louisiana purchase added a vast 
empire of country to our Lnion, and 
Polk followed his example by fur­ 
ther extending 
our Union to em­ 
brace Texas, New Mexico, Arizona, 
California and Colorado. 
‘Monroe established

doctrine, which will for all time pre­ 
serve and safeguard 
the

western hemisphere 
against foreign conquest.

presidents 
have

patriotic 
and just to the 
South. 
Not a single Southern right 
has been violated by any president 
or by any 
federal 
administration. 
President Lincoln lias been elected 
because 
the 
democratic 
secession 
leaders divided the democratic party 
and caused the nomination of two 
separate 
presidential 
tickets 
or 
nominees. 
“Both branches of congress are 
democratic, therefore, it will be im­ 
possible for President Lincoln's ad­ 
m instration to enact or enforce any 
laws or measures 
that can injure 
Southern rights. 
But grant, for the 
sake of argument, that the time may 
come when both branchi of congress 
are republican, and laws are enact­ 
ed and enforced which will injure 
or 
destroy 
Southern rights, what 
shall we do then? I answer that suf­ 
ficient unto the day is the evil there­ 
of, nor will there bethe least dan­ 
ger of the republican party ever con­ 
trolling bo;h branches 
of congress 
and all branches of the federal gov­ 
ernment if the secession leaders will 
permit the democratic party to re­ 
main a solid indivisible party. 
“ But if the day should ever come 
when Southern rights were ruthless­ 
ly v i o l a t e d or injured bp the repub­ 
lican party, we of the South will 
then fight for our rights under the 
stars and stripes, and with the fed­ 
eral constitution in one hand and 
the sword in the other we shall 
march on to victory, 
j 
“ I believe a large majority of our 
Southern people are opposed to se­ 
cession, and if the secession leaders 
would permit our pilople to take 
I ample time to consider secession, 
and then hold fair elections, the se- 
cession movement would be defeat,- 


I cd by an overwhelming inajority. 
But 
the 
secession leaders declare 
thai the secesison has already been 
peaceably 
accomplished! 
and 
the 
Confederate government’s indepen­ 
dence and sovereignty will soon be 
acknowledged by all foreign govern­ 
ments. 
They tell us that the Con- 


courage and herio»c endurances with 
the descendants of the heroes of the 
Cowpens and Yorktown. 
For this 
reason I predict that the civil war 
which is now n ear at hand will be 
stubborn and of long duration. We 
are sadly divided among ourselves 
while the North and West are unit­ 
ed. 
Not only will we have to con­ 
tend against a united and harmo- 
inous North, but we will also have 
to battle against tens of thousands 
of our own people, who will never 
desert the stars and stripes, nor sur­ 
render the union 
of states for a 
Southern Confederacy 
of 
states, 
whose principles of secession must 
inevitably lead to discord, conspire 
cy and revolution, 
and at last to 
anarchy and utter ruin. 
“ When the tug of war comes, ll 
will be the Greek meeting Greek. 
Then, O, my fellow contrymen, the 
fearful conflict will 
fill our fen­ 
land with untold suffering, misfor­ 
tune and disaster. 
The soil of our 
beloved 
south will drink deep the 
precious 
blood 
of 
our sons and 
brethren. 
In earnest prayer to our 
Heavenly Father, 
I have petioned 
Him to cast out from my mind the 
dark forebodings of the coming con­ 
flict. 
My prayers have caused the 
light of reason to cast the baleful 
shadows of the coming before me. I 
can not nor will not close my eyes 
and ears against the light and voice 
or reason. 
The die has been cast 
by your secession leaders, whom you 
have permitted to sow broadcast the 
seeds of secession, and you must 
ere long reap the fearful harvest of 
conspirarcy and revolution.”
